• Passing a resolution for the building of a three million gallon 


water reservoir, debating the Gorman salary matter, passing pav- 
ing ordinances and other important matters, council's regular ses- 
sion Monday night was one of thebusiest of the year. 


The proposed ordinance eliminating the office of clerk of the 


board of control, the proposition to raise tho salaries oi! the fire- 
men and patrolmen and the matter of Patrolman Gorman's salary, 
all of which have been carried over for six weeks, were disposed of. 


Council voted to give Gorman salary for two weeks for the

However, althoiigh council passed a motion to give him salary for 
two weeks as a compromise, just how the officer is going to collect 
the amount is a question. 


The Gorman Case. 


It will be remembered that Gor- 


man was suspended following an 
affair at Pairlawn park last sum- 
mer which resulted in charges be- 
ing filed by Chief Mapol. At a 
hearing Safety Director Hall sus- 
tained the charges and suspend- 
ed Gorman for 30 days without 
pay. Six weeks ago Gorman with 
his attorneys, Adams and Merrell, 
presented a bill for $65 by virtue 
of an arrangement with Safety 
Director Hall after 
the% charges 


had been sustained and' the pen- 
alty assessed. The matter was 
held up until further light could 
be shed on the details of the al- 
leged arrangement. 


Hall Enters Denial. 


Safer Hall who was present at 


the meeting last night as were 
Gorman and Attorneys Merrell 
and Adams, absolutely 
denied 


having made any arrangements 
with Gorman other than when he 
passed sentence.

Radium Manufacturer Declares Off! 


ciai'i Statement Is Misleading. 
Washington, Feb. S. — In a state 


ruent made public hero, Joseph Ji 
Fiannery. president of a Pennsylva 
nia company which produces radium 
declared that the federal bureau o 
mines, ha-, failed to make good it 
promises to ti'rn out radium at one 
third the niaikct price of $120 a mUll 
gram 
Mr. Flannel y takes occasloi 


to criticise Dr. Joseph A. Holiueb 
chief of the bineau of mines. 


"Dr. Holmes intimated in Ins test! 


mony before the mines and niinini 
committee a year ago," said Mr. Flan 
nery, "that the United States could 
furnish radium for the purpose at a 
much lower price than the present 
market cost." He has ndt only failed 
to do this, but he jias demonstrated 
through the men working under him 
that it has eos,t the government at 
least 200 per cent more to produce 
the $11,000 woith of ladium recentl} 
exhibited In the liouse than the pres 
ent market prioe. 


"This statement of Dr. Holmes that 


he would furnish radium to the pub- 
lic so much more cheaply has pre 
vented many physicians and surgeont 
1'rom .purchasing radium so far and 
consequently has bllgilted the hopes 
that many cancer, sufferers had for 
treatment from these physicians, and 
sutgeous 
I believe tliat putfltc offi- 


cials should tie restrained from malt 
leg su-2h utterances, which are 8 
hardship to the cancer victim. Jt ii 
only natural for t'ne medical man to 
endeavor to secure his radium at. low 
er cost if possible. 


"I want to state most emphatically 


that the vague and unfulfilled prom 
ises of Dr. Holmes for cheaper ra- 
dium to the people of thle country 
have kept radium away from mai1> 
sufferers for more than a year. We 
have fallen upon sad ways when bit 
reaus o? the government are permit 
ted to work such injustice and to in 
crease suffering among-the people."
